Allies Occupying 
Abandoned Salient

NAPLES, May 10—Allied troops 
fanned out along the lower rim of 
the Maiella plateau on the central 
Italian front today, moving swiftly 
and apparently without opposition 
to complete the occupation of the 
200-square-mile salient abandoned 
by the Germans. 

Moving up along a front of 
more than 20 miles between the 
Nazi held positions at Castel Di 
Sangro and Casoli, Allied ad- 
vance guards raced northward 
through enemy demolitions to 
seize a number of high points in- 
side the evacuated salient. 

One Allied spearhead occupied 
Palena, on the south bank of the 
Aventino river, while other units 
swept into Gaberale, seven miles to 
the east and Fallascosa, six miles 
east of Palena. 

Official reports indicated that the 
advance was being contested only 
by scattered German guards and 
demolition squads,

“Misguided” by Advisers in Past 


Canada in the past had been “misguided” by financial 
advisers, said Mr. McGeer and there had been “‘ten terrible 
years of depression and war” since the Bank Act last came up 
for revision. And now the only fundamental change he could 
find in the bill under study was a clause increasing the rate 
of interest on small loans from seven per cent to nine and 
three-quarters per cent. 


“Again we have the poor paying for the services of 
the rich,” he said. “If that provision comes out of the Com- 
mons Banking and Commerce committee it will come out 
after I have given it all the opposition in my power.” 


Mr. McGeer said: 

“I have no hesitation in saying that if we are going to 
sustain full employment or higher employment after the war 
and avoid the disastrous consequences of a post-war depres- 
sion, government spending must continue on almost as large 
a scale in the period of adjustment as during the war years.” 


Nation’s Financial Foundations Sound 


The Bank of Canada had issued $1,400,000,000 in na- 
tional currency to assist the war, he said. Taxation had been 
used by the Liberal government to avoid inflation. Few 
nations had a sounder foundation of finance with which to 
approach the post-war period than those laid in Canada by 
the Liberal government. 


The Bank of Canada should finance the Dominion 
government and sub branches be established in all of the 
provinces to finance provincial and municipal governments.

LOW WINTER SUPPLY 

“Unless we conserve now and 
commence to build up a reserve of 
butter, we face the possibility of a 
very low supply next winter,” 
said Mr, Olive. 

“During the summer, butter must 
be put into storage to meet require- 
ments next fall and winter when 
cattle go off pasture and the usual 
seasonal decline reduces produc- 
tion considerably below consump- 
tion, 

“| am sure Canadians will 
agree that it is far better to have 
a temporary reduction in the 
butter ration from time to time, 
when necessary, than to go 
through a period of several 
months of very small ration.” 

Indications are that for the pres- 
ent at least, Canada has reached 
the peak of milk production, but 
demands on this production con- 
tinue to rise, said Mr, Olive. 


AT ALL-TIME HIGH 

Consumption of fluid milk which, 
from a nutritional viewpoint, is the 
most valuable of all dairy products, 
has reached an all-time record and 
sales are still increasing. Large 
supplies of evaporated milk are 
needed for infants and for those 
living in areas where fluld milk is 
not obtainable. Substantial quanti- 
ties of milk powder are required 
to put one pound of this product in 
every prisoner-of-war parcel. 

The requirements for dairy pro- 
ducts of the armed forces and 
ships’ stores must be obtained 
from Canadian production. In ad- 
dition, Canada must meet the re- 
quirements of the United ingdom 
contract for 125,000,000 pounds of 
cheese and also provide cheese 
for the home market. 

“Total demand for dairy products 
exceeds total supply, and it is the 
job of the Prices Board to allocate 
available supplies in the way which 
will best meet the nutritional needs 
ot Canada,” said Mr, Olive, “The 
situation is under constant review 
and subject to immediate change if 


and when supplies become more 
plentiful.”

Churchill Announces 


Sent to Russia in 214 Years

LONDON, May 10.—Prime Minister Churchill disclosed 
in the Commons today that between October 1, 1941, and 
March 3, 1944, supplies to Russia from Britain and Empire 
countries included 5,031 tanks of which 1,223 came from 
Canada; 6,778 aircraft including 2,672 from the United States 
and 80,000,000 pounds worth of raw materials, including food. 


stuffs, machinery and other goods. 


Churchill explained that the 
United States aircraft included in 
that total were sent on lend-lease 
to the Soviet as part of the British 
commitment in exchange for 
which British aircraft were sent 
to United States forces in the 
European theare. 

Churchill said that part of the 
supplies for Russia was made avail- 
able under the Canadian mutual aid 
plan and some materials were pro- 
cured by the United Kingdom with 
the help of the Canadian billion- 
dollar gift, 

“For the help thus given I should 
like to take the opportunity of ex- 
pressing His Majesty's govern- 
ment’s appreciation,” the prime 
minister said. 


SUPPLIES FROM CANADA 
“Since July 1, 1943, supplies from 


Canada have also been going for- 


ward by direct arrangement be- 
tween Canada and the Soviet gov- 
ernment and are not included in 
the present statement,” he added. 

Churchill said that during the 
last two years the United King- 
dom had sent to Russia 30,000 tons 
of aluminum valued at 3,038,000 
pounds and 27,000 tons of copper 
valued at 1,430,000 pounds, all ob- 
tained from Canada. 


“A considerable portion of these 
supplies have been fought through 
to Russia along the Arctic route,” 
the prime minister said. 

Without specifying the amounts, 
he said Russia had given Britain 
whatever it was possible to take 
from the congested ports. 

In explaining his announcement 
Churchill said, “I am not in the 
Slightest degree boasting individu- 
ally about our effort compared with 
that of our ally the United States 
nor making out any counter-claims 
against the heroism and glorious 
military exploits of the Russian 
armies.”

LONDON, May 10—Britain was 
reported today to have completed 
plans for the possible evacuation 
of thousands of non-combatants 
from ports and other bases from 
which the invasion of western 

Europe will be launched. 

The evacuation to be handled by 
the same officials who supervised 
the mass migrations during the 
battle of Britain, presumably will 
be designed to clear the base areas 
for essential operations and remove 
the population from possible tar- 
gets of enemy retaliation. 

Under the completed plan, in- 
habitants will be given railway fare 
to temporary new homes and $1 a 
week subsistence. Women, espe- 
cially expectant mothers, invalids, 
children and aged will be included 
in the evacuation scheme. 


GERMANS TENSE 

A German military commentator 
reported Germany and the rest of 
occupied Europe living in “a state 
of siege” pending the invasion, 
with tension increasing daily. 

Lt.-Gen. Kurt Dittmar, in a com- 
mentary distributed by the official 
DNB agency, said Germany had to 
admit that the Allies’ strength was 
“really imposing.” 

“The attack which is impending 
will be unprecedented in the his- 
tory of wars,” he said. “Every pos- 
sible technical invention will be 
used by the enemy. We will have 
to face an attack which has been 
carefully planned. The enemy has 
calculated with every possibility.” 

However, he said Germany now 
was “in a permanent state of readi- 
ness.”

Seventy-five years after that 
statement was made by Jefferson, 
the Lord Chief Justice of England 
sac: 

“The issue which has swept 
down the centuries and which 
will have to be fought sooner or 
later is the people versus the 
banks.” 

Other men of genius today are 
realizing that the conflict still re- 
mains. Sir Frederick Gowland Hop- 
kins, the discoverer of vitamins, re- 
cently said: 

“I confess that I see more present 
danger in the case of money versus 
man than danger present or future 
in that of the machine versus man. 


WORDS OF INVENTOR 

Sir Elliott Verdun Rowe, the man 
of whom it may be said that he has 
probably made the greatest contri- 
bution ip teaching the world to fly, 
the inventor of the Avro flying 
training machine, as recently as 
April 23, 1944, made this statement: 

“We are on the threshold of 
wonderful inventions. The most 
far reaching is our ability to travel 
through space and into the 
stratosphere. Aircraft will alter 
the whole future of travel; for 
today more people are engaged in 
building and operating aircraft in 
Britain than in any other capacity. 
Yet | cannot help but remember 
the way in which my early ex- 
periments in aviation were re- 
ceived. With a few other British 
pioneers | saw Mr, Haldane, sec- 
retary of state for war in 1909 and 
he informed us that the govern- 
ment could offer us no encour- 
agement, ‘as they saw no pos- 
sibility of using airplanes for war 
purposes’.” 

It is exactly the same today when 
1 find myself ahead of my time in 
emphasizing the incalculable bene- 
ftis that could come from a revision 
of the money system, now com- 
pletely out of date. As Henry Ford 
said recently; “money is just part 
of our transportation system to 
move goods from man to man; it 
breaks down so often that it is time 
our ingenuity developed a new 
model.” But the “engineers” are 
hardly likely to improve a system 
that forces those who do the work 
to take risks on money that is 
borrowed, yet which has no tangible 
existence beyond bookkeeping en- 
tries, 

ALWAYS MONEY FOR WAR 

Lord Wavell, certainly one of 
Scotland's greatest contributions to 
the Empire's fighting generals, and 
one whose administrative states- 
manship was recognized by Church- 
ill as fitting him to take over in 
India at the moment of that part of 
the Empire's greatest danger and 
crisis, said this: 

“It has always seemed to me a 
curious fact that money is forth- 
coming in any quantity for a war, 
but that no nation has ever yet 
produced the money on the same 
scale to fight the evils of peace, 
poverty, lack of education, un- 
employment and ill health, When 
we are prepared to spend our 
money and our efforts against 
them as freely and with the same 
spirit as against Hitler, we shall 
really be making progress.” 

I know that the remarks I shall 
make will not find a happy echo 
in either St. James Street or Bay 
Street. But I do feel rather happy 
to be able to travel in the company 
of the men I have quoted this 
afternoon.

BANK ACCOMPLISHED 

In 1934 we advocated a publicly 
{owned national bank that would be- 
come the centre of Canada’s great- 
est public utility, her monetary sys- 
tem. That has been accomplished. 
We advoceted the removal of the 
gold reserve limitation in the issue 
of full legal tender and national 
paper currency—that has been ac- 
complished, 

Some of my honorable friends 
will laugh when | say that we 
have ownership of the Bank of 
Canada. Not only have we own- 
ership of that bank, today there 
is in issue from that bank $1,400.- 
000,000 of national currency serv- 
ing this nation in war. 

We advocated the control and 
regulation of the international 

}movement of currency, credit and 


and valuable service to the nation 
in this crisis, 

We advocated then, not the rigid 
regimentation and controls neces- 
sary in Wartime, but that wages and 
prices and production and distribu- 
tion and rents should be kept with- 
in the bounds of reason, 


CAN BE CONTROLLED 

We have proven that with the co- 
operation of the people these things 
can be controlled, and those con- 
trols are now in operation, We ad- 
vocated also the use of taxation to 
aid in the regulation and circula- 
tion of the medium of exchange 
and to avoid inflation, 

It has been proved that that is 

a practical administrative power 
of government. All these reforms 
have taken place under a Liberal 
administration, and | venture to 
say that there are few nations 
today in the world that have a 
sounder foundation of finance 
upon which to approach the per- 
iod after the war than Canada has 
under Liberal government. 

Let me go just a little further 
and point to the other lessons that 
we have learned as a result of our 
experience in this war. We were 
always told that once we were a 
young country, and had not accum- 
ulated the money wealth that older 
civilizations possessed with which 
to build our railways, canals, har- 
bors, cities, villages and industries, 
we must conform to the rate of pro- 
gress and the standards of govern- 
ment expenditure and taxation that 
would satisfy the money lenders in 
Berlin, Paris and London. 


KEEPS CREDIT GOOD 

It was there and there alone that 
money for capital investment was 
available. We were told that we 
must keep our credit good in the 
lending financial centres of the 
world. 


Well, we borrowed, we went into 
debt for everything we did and 
we came out of the last war the 
most heavily indebted people in 
the world in proportion to our 
wealth and population. We car- 
ried an international debt which 
was proportionately greater than 
that of Germany. 

What happened in this war? Of 
course our financial experts told us 
that we could finance only a hun- 
dred million dollar war at the start. 
When we took on the British Em- 
pire Training Scheme we were told 
we would have to cut down a por- 
tion of our other war work. Because 
of that bad advice by the financial 
experts of this country the prelim- 
inary war effort was crippled be- 
yond measure. 


ALL LIMITS REMOVED 

Following the retreat from Dun- 
kirk, the collapse of France and the 
terrifying exposure of England's 
weakness we came to the conclu- 
sion that Canada must defend her- 
seli and our government wisely de- 
clared that no monetary considera- 
tion would stand in the way, that no 
limit would be placea upon the re- 
sources and energies of the people 
of Canada in this war effort. 


What happened? We lifted our 
war budget from a hundred mil- 
lion to nearly a billion, then to 
two billions, then to three bil- 
lions, and this year and last year 
it ranged in the vicinity of five 
thousand million dollars. 

What about these older centres 
that were supposed to possess the 
money wealth that we did not have?

| think that would be just as 
ridiculous as to suggest that we 
might finance this war by issuing 
the five and a half percent tax 
free bonds that came from that

Thomas White, during the first 
war. That practice was during the 
years when the orthodox finan- 
ciers ruled and it was said to be 
the soundest money that Canada 
ever issued; certainly the most 
expensive. 

That kind of nonsense will never 
be repeated again. Let us hope that 
no government will ever say that 
we have to borrow abroad to fin- 
ence Canada’s development when 
this war is over, 


QUOTES TOWERS 

I am disturbed because I am not 

so sure that what I think is excel- 
lent advice by our chief fiscal ad- 
viser, the governor of the Bank of 
Canada, has found the right kind of 
hearing in the ears of our depart- 
ment of finance. Let me quote what 
Mr. Towers has said to this govern- 
ment, which will be found in his 
annual report covering the work of 
the bank last year. He said: 

“| do not wish to suggest that 
the public debt could be increas- 
ed at the present rate for an in- 
definite period without placing 
intolerable strain on our economy. 
| do feel, however, that the war 
debt, and the increases which will 
inevitably take place for a time 
after the war ends, can be handled 
without serious embarrassment.” 
The governor is taking in a fairly 
wide range of territory because no 
one can predict with certainty when 
this war will end or what its re- 
precussions will be, when it does 
end, or what their cost will be. If 
we are able to handle an increase 
in our debt of anywhere from seven 
to ten billion dollars why was it 


{that we could not handle a debt of 


four billion dollars without bank- 
ruptey and unemployment in 1935 
and 1939? He goes on to say: 


GREATER DEVELOPMENT 

“A vastly increased volume of 
consumption and capital develop- 
ment will be necessary if this out- 
put is going to be fully absorbed 
and high employment maintained.” 

But here is the warning: “The 
adjustments required will clearly 
be of unprecedented magnitude, 
and bold planning on the part of 
labor and business organizations, 
as well as governments, is urgently 
needed,” 

Just why he left out the banks 
I do not know for it does seem to 
me that their responsibility is just 
as great as that of the others men- 
tioned. 

Let me put the problem as | 
see it. We now face a world with 
tremendously improved capacity 
to produce consumers goods. We 
now face a nation with a burden 
of debt unprecedented in his- 
tory. Our cities are over-taxed 
and moving with difficulty under 
a debt load of one billion dol- 
| our provincial governments 
are carrying another debt load of 
two billion dollars; our federal 
government carries already a 
debt of eleven billion dollars; 
making a total of fourteen thous- 
and million dollars of debt, which 
is the first fixed charge upon the 
payment of the taxpayers’ money 
into the consolidated revenue. 

I have no hesitation in saying 
that if we are going to sustain full 
employment or high employment 
after the war and avoid the dis- 
astrous consequences of a post-war 
depression government spending 
must continue on almost as large a 
scale in the period of adjustment 
as during the war years. 

WHAT ARE PROGRAMS? 

What are the programs so far 
put forward? There is the $25,000,000 
industrial development bank, I dis- 
agree with that because I do not 
believe that a bank of that kind 
should be formed to go into com- 
petition with our commercial banks 
or private financing organizations. I 
do believe that we can repeat the 
experience of the United States in 
the establishment of a government 
agency—not a government bank-— 
like the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation which can give to this 
dominion the same tremendous as-

POSSIBLE PROJECTS

There is Beauharnois already in 
action, and not supplying the needs, 
the St. Lawrence waterways and 
the powers of the Ottawa river 
have been crying for decades for 
development. 

Down our Canadian rivers flow | 
in waste countless thousands of 
horse power energy. Yes, Mr. 
Speaker, we can electrify our rail- 
way system, and from that electrifi- 
cation distribute electricity to the 
rural areas. 

In the electrification of our rail- 


ways, in the streamlining of our 
tracks, in the rebuilding of our 
railway equipment obsolete for 


years, we can find employment for 
that vast army of highly trained 
technicians and artisans who have 
made a contribution in this war 
that has given us an industrial 
revolution we could not otherwise 
have achieved in probably a hun- 
dred years of peace. 


UNPRECEDENTED FINANCING 

If we are to move forward and 
live in this new world that is to 
come, it is the financing of expan- 
sions of that type, of unprecedented 
magnitude that our department of 
finance and our monetary system 
will be called upon to do, 

I want to say this in conclusion, 
when we were before the banking 
and commerce committee we advo- 
cated, in addition to the things 
that have been accomplished, some- 
thing more. 

We advocated that the Bank 
of Canada should be the national 
bank, that it should be respons- 
ible for financing the federal 
government, but we also advo- 
cated that a sub organization of 
that bank should be established 

in every province and that the 
responsibility of that sub organ- 
ization would be the financing 
of our provincial and municipal 
governments. 

We did not propose to take over 
commercial banking or to socialize

We have more in our possession 
and more work to do than any 
other people in the world, and un- 
less we allow ourselves to be 
hobbled and fettered as we have 
been in the past by the bad advice 
of our financial experts and by 
the misguided theories of ortho- 
dox finance we can not only give 
a lead to our own people but 
make Canada an example for the 
world to follow, and make it one 
of the brightest parts of the 
world of English-speaking people. 
Let me say on social services and 
taxation that with a proper man- 
agement of our national currency 
and our monetary system we can 
give the governinent more power 
and we can impose less taxes on the 
people.

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Again Rapped 
During Debate 


OTTAWA, May 10—(CP)—A. 
M. Nicholson (C.C.F.—Mackenzie) 
said yesterday in the Commons 
that the Progressive Conserva- 
tives perhaps hoped to ride into 
power with John Bracken, their 
national leader “milking cows 
across the country,” and benefit- 
ting from the unpopularity of the 
present government.

FAILS IN PEACE, WAR

said, Banks should be taken over 
by the government and operated as 
a public utility. 

No guarantee of post-war employ- 
ment for 2,000,000 persons in the 
forces and war industry could be 
given unless there were facilities 
for the development of resources. 
Everything physically possible 
should be made financially possible. 

Others participating in the Bank 
Bill debate were F. D. Shaw 
($.C.—Red Deer), and Mrs. D. W. 
Nielsen (Unity—North Battle- 
ford). More members spoke at the 
night sitting. 

Mr. Nicholson said it was proved 
“pretty conclusively” in peace-time 
that there was something “radical- 
ly” wrong with the banking system 
which should have made available 
to the people the money and credit 
to produce goods and to purchase 
the goods produced. 

Mr. Shaw said that during the de- 
pression public works were cur- 
tailed and the income of many was 
reduced or discontinued, The banks 
played. no part whatever in ats 
tempting, through the issuance of 
credit, to better the situation. 


FARMERS NEGLECTED 

Mrs. Nielsen said proposals in the 
bill did not adequately meet the 
credit needs of farmers. She said 
she hoped members from. farming 
communities would see some im- 
proved method of dealing with 
farm needs as incorporated in the 
bill. The legislation as now pro- 
posed left farmers at the mercy of 
the chartered banks, 

She said there was emerging a 
new condition and it was possible 
to have an alignment between the 
capitalist and socialist forces of the

FIRST ESSENTIAL UNITY 

She said she was not against |

Douglas Abbott, parliamentary | 
assistant to Finance Minister Isley, 
said that when a bank made a loan 
it didn’t create new money, but it 
simply increased the amount of 
money owned by a certain section 
of the community.

Mr. Abbott said that when a 
man borrowed $1,000 from a bank 
he gave his note as security.

If the 
borrower withdrew the money 
and paid it to others, the money 
would eventually find its way 
back to the banking system and 
interest would have to be paid on 
it.

The murder conviction registered 
against Albert Victor Westgate at Winni- 
peg surely affords more than ample rea- 
son for a searching review of the peniten- 
tiary parole system in Canada. 

During the Winnipeg trial it was shown 
that Westgate, convicted of murdering a 
16-year-old girl, had previously been sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment in 1928 for 
murdering at St. Vital woman. 

A sentimental and grandmotherly par- 
ole board, however, released this man in 
June, 1943. In less than a year from his 
release he had killed again and had again 
been captured, tried and sentenced. 

If this were an isolated case, it would 
be different. But there is instance upon 
instance of paroled criminals going back 
to their practice. Particularly with mur- 
derers with a sexual bias, as is well known 
to criminology, they always repeat. 

Surely society should have some pro- 
tection against killers of this type beyond 
that afforded by parole boards who appar- 
ently are steeped in sentimentality. 

If a qualified court of law finds it nec- 
cessary to confine a man for the duration 
of his life, he should stay there until his 
life is over. 7 


A Bad Example 


Wherever there is studied contempt for 
jaw there also are the seeds of social dis- 
integration. In short, when individuals and 
groups consistently flout the rules of 
social behavior and society can devise no 
means of curbing their defiance, the entire 
system of law and order suffers ¢ccord- 
ingly. 

This, presumably, is the most danger- 
ous end offensive factor in the nuisance 
campaign of the Canadian Doukhobors, 
particularly in British Columbia. 

The sixteen Doukhobor youth delegates 
who peeled off their clothes in Vancouver's 
Stanley Park, and later attempted the same 
feat in police court, in protest against the 
arrest of their lawless companions, prob- 
ably committed a greater offence against 
good taste than against morality — al- 
though modern bathing beach exhibitions 
should have begun, by this time, to modify 
the public’s distaste for the display of nude 
bodies, 

But the crime of these sixteen Douk- 
hobors Jay primarily, not in their silly and 
revolting disrobing act, but in their inso- 
lent rejection of Canadian tradition and 
in their ridiculous assumption that if a 
noisy minority causes enough mischief and 
annoyance it can eventually impose its will 
on the entire community. 

This is the egregious notion that must 
be curbed. And if jail fails to stop the 
exhibitions of the Doukhobors, other 
means may be more effective. Someone, 
with great good sense, has suggested the 
whip. u 


Still Unsatisfactory 


The statement of Premier Ernest C. 
Manning in which he undertakes to explain 
why the Government of Alberta refuses to 
participate in the establishment of day 
nurseries is neither convincing nor satisfac- 
tory. 

Both the Dominion Government, which 
instituted the day nursery plan, and the 
Edmonton City Council have endorsed 
these institutions in principle. That leaves 
only two reasons why the province should 
decline to come in. 

Provincial reluctance may be based on 
a conviction that the number of working 
mothers is not sufficient to create a de- 
mand for day nurseries. If that is so, the 
cabinet must have deliberately closed its 
eyes to the independently adduced evidence 
which shows, contrary to the meagre re- 
sults of the rather stupid questionnaire 
circulated through advertising by the ad- 
visory committee, that a qualifying demand 
and an urgent necessity do definitely exist. 

The only other legitimate reason why 
the province should refuse to cooperate in 
this matter would be opposition to the prin- 
ciple of day nurseries, The cabinet may feel 
that the mothers of children requiring care 
and attention should be persuaded to re- 
main on the domestic job and discouraged 
from seeking employment outside the 
home. 

With this latter view, most people will 
agree. For children there is no substitute 
for homes, 

But pretty and high-minded as this 
view may be, it still merely dodges the 
facts. Whether mothers should work or 
not, they still do work, They still have chil- 
dren who need day nursery attention, 

Obviously, then, the decision of the cab- 
inet is taken either on the rejection of 
plain evidence or on an idealistic basis 
which refuses to face the facts, 

Is it not possible that Mr. Manning and 
his ministers could be persuaded to review 
this decision, after hearing representatives 
of the Council of Social Agencies, which 
they have hitherto refused to do?

Charles and Tom 


The case of Charles and Tom Mah, 
Chinese residents of Chinook, is interest- 
ing. They had bought bonds in the first 
five Victory loans, $4000 worth. When a 
salesman called on them’ the other day 
they told him they couldn't spare much 
money. But it came out in conversation 
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that Charles and Tom didn’t understand 
the bond business very well. They thought 
the bonds they had in hand were only re- 
ceipts for money they had donated to the 
Government to help win the war, 

A great light dawned when Charles 
found out that he had $183 coming to him 
for uncashed coupons, and Tom discovered 
that the bank was waiting to pay him $83 
for the tags he could have clipped off long 
ago, Delighted at the good news they 
mobilized their cash resources and bought 
$5,850 worth of the Sixth Loan bonds; and 
now hold $9,850 in securities on which they 
will be clipping coupons every six months. 

A good many people, like Charles and 
Tom, find it hard to get clear of the idea 
that in handing over money for a bond 
they are donating to the Government. 
Nothing of the kind, of course. Exactly 
the contrary. The bond-buyer gets more 
than he gives. His assets are increased, 
not decreased, by his purchase, Every six 
months he will collect interest on the money 
he invested—interest that would not be 
coming to him if he had not invested. When 
the bond matures he will get his money 
back, dollar for dollar. If he should require 
the money before that time, he can sell his 
bond in the market, and with interest rates 
being pegged at lower levels than hitherto 
he can count with confidence on getting 
full value for it. 

Bond-buying is not sacrificing. It is 
getting in on a good thing, from which 
the buyer will draw a sure return every 
spring and fall, with all Canada as securi- 
ity for both interest and principal,

OTTAWA-—What was once a local 
Pacific Coast problem—the place in 
Canada's economic and social life 
of persons of Japanese ancestry— 
has becomg a national problem and 
it has begun to acquire sharp polit- 
ical overtones, These aspects be- 
came clear in the heated debate 
arising in Parliament over labor de- 
partment estimates, which included 
an item of $2,750,000 for “removal of 
enemy aliens including Japanese 
nationals and other persons of the 


ada’s population has been widely 
redistributed as a result of the war 
It is a small proportion, 23,636 per- 
sons in a population of nearly 12,- 
000,000. Almost all of them lived in 
the coastal areas which are now 
“protected.” Now 15,982 of them 
still live in British Columbia, 
though they have been moved back 
to the interior away from the coast. 
The rest, numbering 7,625, are 
found as follows: Alberta, 3,493; 
Saskatchewan, 146; Manitoba, 1,043; 
Ontario, 2,558; Quebec, 394; Mari- 
times, 1, 


Two significant facts emerge from 
information given in Parliament. 
The number of Japanese interned 
is 431, They are in Ontario intern- 
ment camps. They represent the 
group which, in the opinion of the 
R.C.M.P., cannot be trusted. The 
group is not large, though propor- 
tionately it is probably larger than 
the number interned of other enemy 
national ancestry. Reasons for anti- 
pathy lie deep, in the realm of 
economic fear and social dislike. 

The other significant fact is, de- 
spite the tragic and bitter hostility 
that finds free expression in British 
Columbia and which is spreading 
to other provinces, more than half 


the Japanese in Canada are seff- 
supporting in useful employment. 
They are, in short, a small but im- 
portant supply of essential labor in 
a period of critical labor shortage. 

Outside of British Columbia, the 
Japanese numbering 7,625 are use- 
fully employed except for 431 in- 
terned, There are 4,700 employed 
in sugar beet production in Alberta, 
Manitoba and Ontario, and 600 in 
woods operations. In B.C, 4,000 are 
self-supporting, including 600 in 
cutting timber. The largest group, 
numbering 11,214, lives in govern- 
ment housing centres in the B.C. 
interior.

Dr. Blatz, who spoke in Calgary 
some time ago, claims that nursery 
schools are one of the important 
discoveries of the present day in 
the education of children, Granting 
that a War Emergency Nursery 
school could not be organized en- 
tirely as we might desire, because

It is to be hoped 
that the local committees that are 
concerned with the school will con- 
tinue to urge for its establishment 
in Calgary.

Editor Bulletin: An authority on 
the subject states: “One of the 


fundamentals of the creed of So- 
cialism is that work is a com- 
modity to be bought and sold and 
that any unfortunate person who 
does not succeed in getting a mar- 
ket for his work cannot expect to 
live unless Sir William Beveridge 
comes to his aid. That there is no 
fundamental difference between a 
population forced to sell its labor 
and a population of slaves is 
masked by the assertion that the 
Wage earners are economically in- 
dependent”, But that they are 
nothing of the sort is quickly 
brought home to them after a long 
term in hospital or in jail. 

It is an axiom of political eco- 
nomy that liberty depends on one's 
ability to choose one’s work and 
one's employer, When all jobs are 
controlled by one agency, that 
agency will dominate all workers. 
Control over every job and live- 
lihood of every individual is the 
basis of power of Socialist Ger- 
many, Italy and Russia and was 
described by Bismarck as “a chain 
around the necks of the workers to 
enslave them thoroughly for the 
state,” Fighting German Socialism 
overseas we have become enslaved 
in its destructive toils at home un- 
der cover of some other label and 
the way is being paved for Shy- 
lock's new order “Starvation in the 
midst of plenty.”

(2) 
They were all financed from the 
richest and most powerful group 
in the world; all having verifiable 
connections with Wall and Pine 
streets, New York. (3) They all 
suppressed the right to strike with 
ruthless physical force, (4) Espion- 
age or Snooping, 

On the whole those crafty schem- 
ers, the International Financiers, 
in furtherance of their effort to 
fleece the unwary through legal- 
ized thievery prefer the hoi-polloi 
to vote the Socialist into power. 
Failing that they have not the 
slightest objection to the smash and 
grab method as exemplified in Eur- 
ope. At all costs manoevre the peo- 
ple into a position where they will 
be playing with the sun in their 
eyes. The financiers aren't putting 
out all the Socialism blah with the 
intention of surrendering their 
present control, but you may “own” 
anything you choose and they will 
help you to do it. No Socialist ever 
attacks International Finance but 
financiers often attack Socialism.

Day Nurseries 

Editor, Bulletin: Following is a 
letter which has been sent to the 
Honorable E. C. Manning, Premier 
of Alberta: 

“Last fall the University Women’s 
Club of Calgary became very inter- 
ested in the need for a Day Nurs- 
ery in this city. Several of our 
members have studied the situa- 
tion and others are on the local 
committee, It was, therefore, with 
a great deal of regret that we learn- 
ed that the Advisory Committee on 
Day Nurseries appointed by the 
Minister of Health had reported 
there was no need thus preventing 
the operation of the Day Nursery 
Agreement which was signed by 
the Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments for financing Wartime 
Day Nurseries, 

“To us it seems obvious, that with 
the number of women working now 
twice that in 1939 and with no place 
in Calgary for a mother of limited 
means to leave her children safely, 
that there is a definite need. We 
understand that the minimum of 
twenty children required by the 
agreement for establishing a need 
has been secured, fifteen in essen- 
tial work and five in other work. 

“Many of our members feel that 
the advertisement inserted in the 
papers by the Advisory Committee 
seeking registrations was mislead- 
ing in that it did not explain that 
the term war work under this 
Agreement includes almost every 
occupation except non-essential re- 
tail work. Also, the advertisement 
in many cases would not come to 
the attention of those who would 
most likely use an established nurs- 
ery and many mothers would re- 
quire further details as to the type 
of care and personnel employed be- 
fore registering. 

“Since the Dominion Government 


recognises its duty in caring for 
children of mothers whom they re- 
quire to work in a Wartime Emer- 
gency it would seem to us that 
when this local need in Calgary is 


so evident the Province would be| & 


Seriously avoiding its responsibil- 
ities in failing to take advantage of 
an agreement of which the Domin- 
ion would bear 50% of the cost. 

“We are aware that the greatest 
opposition to opening a Day Nurs- 
ery here is the belief in the prin- 
ciple that mothers of pre-school 
children should not be away from 
home, The fact is that mothers of 
many children are already working 
It is this existing condition rather 
than a theory with which we are 
concerned and our desire is that 
the children receive adequate care 
and training so long as such an 
emergency siluation continues, 

“We earnestly urge that the 
Executive Council of the Province 
of Alberta give this matter their 
most serious consideration and we 
hope that you will then instruct the 
Advisory Committee to proceed 
with plans to open a Day Nursery 
in Calgary.

A. W, 
Neill (Ind., Comox-Alberni) said 
Angus MacInnis was “the spokes- 
man of the C.C.F, and he never 
misses an opportunity to speak for 
his oriental friends.” James Sin- 
clair (Lib., Vancouver North) said 
all people in British Columbia, with 
exception of leaders of the C.C.F. 
were agreed that the Japanese must

Angus MacInnis (C.C.F., Vancou- 
ver East) who in the past has urged 
moderation and, on July 2, 1942, de- 
clared that Canadians of Japanese 
origin were entitled to the same 
tratment accorded to a Canadian 
citizen whose skin is white, was 
absent. He was on his way to Aus- 
tralia with a parliamentary delega- 
tion. Replying for the C.C.F., J. W. 
Burton, of Humboldt, urged “racial 
tolerance and goodwill.” “If the 
people to whom the hon. members 
refer,” he said, “refuse to become 
true and worthy citizens, that js an- 
other matter, but they must still be 
regarded as human beings.” 


* * * 
Liberals and Progressive Con- 
servatives demanded assurance 


that the Japanese would not be 
returned to British Columbia after 
the war. They should be sent back 
to Japan, they argued. Mr. Green 
offered one proviso, that they be 
sent back to Japan, “if the Japan 
ese cannot be resettled on a per- 
manent basis in eastern Canada”! 
He was the only M.P. who ventured 
an estimate of the number of Jape 
anese who actually wanted to ree 
turn to Japan, and his estimate was 


1,000 or 2,000. With a touch of 
puckish humor, George Cruick- 
shank (Lib.-Fraser Valley) sug 


gested: “Send them to Toronto.” 
Finally, as the debate grew bitter 
and prolonged, Mr, Ralston, acting 
prime minister, said that a state- 
ment of government policy would 
be given later in the session, “I be- 
lieve I can promise the committee,” 
he said, “that a full statement will 
be made this session with regard to 
this matter of policy, in so far as it 
can be forecast at this stage.” This 
quelled, at least temporarily, what 
had become a sharp revolt of B.C, 


members. Members from other 
provinces notably refrained from 
the debate. In a world in which 


the problem of minorities has be- 
come one of the sorest, most tan- 
gled issues in which tolerance and 
justice must weigh against the dic- 
tates of practical politics, Parlia- 
ment must in the near future ap- 
praise and mould policy which the 
government has promised to de- 
clare. No matter what the policy, 
it cannot be anything but unhappy. 


Quick Change Makeup Hints 


Not Used As a Regular 
Routine But Are Make-

There are only two women in my 
acquaintanceship who border on 
infuriating me because they always 
look nice. These females are ex- 
tremely active in war work, yet 
when I encounter them at the 
neighborhood store shortly after its 
doors have been opened, or when I 
stagger into them in a crowded 
store or office building, they are 
always perfectly clothed, impeccab- 
ly coiffed, with nary a thread of 
lint on their shoulders nor a chip in 
their glossy manicure. 


The rest of us, more mortal, are 
guilty of occasional lapses in our 
good grooming. Unexpected de- 
mands for our appearance find us 
unprepared, Our hair is limp, our 
faces grimy, our fingers ink-stained 
—and we have perhaps fifteen min- 
utes to acquire that look of flawless 
loveliness. 

It is for us that beauty experts 
have developed a series of last- 
minute beauty tricks, to aid us in 
such a quick-change act, None of 
these are prescribed as a regular, 
routine beauty treatment — and 
should not be adopted as such. 
These are strictly make-shift meas- 
ures, designed for the speedy solu- 
tion of common beauty emergen- 
cles, 


Straggly Hair 

When time is too short for a real 
shampoo, a sort of sponge-bath will 
refresh one’s hair. Skin freshener, 
witch hazel or a mild tonic may be 
used, 

Part the hair into chunky sec- 
tions, staring just above the left 
ear and working up across the 
crown, Wipe the scalp at each part- 
ing with a pad of cotton moistened 
in the freshener, and then double 
the pad around the strand and pull 
it out along the hair. Don't have the 
cotton too wet, and change it fre- 
quently, Brush the hair dry with a 
clean brush. 

Hair without the slightest wave 
or crinkle can be dressed to look 
every bit as smart as the curliest 
feather bob—provided it is fairly 
clean and glossy, All that is needed 
is a box of pins, a bottle of Jaquer 
and nimble fingers.

Grimy Hands 


A good and expeditious way to 
cleanse dingy-looking hands is by 
means of the beauty grains or other 
delicate abrasives that cosmetic 
houses produce for the treatment 
of blackheads, While constant use 
of such a scouring powder might 
irritate the skin on the hands, it is 
quite safe for occasional treatments.

Was His Toughest Opponent

LONDON, May 10.—-(AP)—S. Sgt. Joe Louis, heavy- 


weight champion of the worl 


d, surprised American soldiers 


and others by naming Max Baer today as the toughest op- 


ponent he ever met. 


He nominated Baer in an all-opponent 


team selected for Stars and Stripes, servicemen’s publication. 


Billy Conn, who came close to 
lifting Joe’s crown in 1941-— the 
challenger he probably will meet 
first in the post-war era—was 
named five times in the mythical 
lineup, however. 


Louis rated Conn not only as the 
smartest of all his opponents, but 
also the fastest, the possessor of the 
most effective left, and the one 
with the best offence and best de- 
fence, 

In another surprise, Joe named 
Jim Braddock as having the most 
potent right—not Max Schmeling 
who flattened him in 12 rounds in 
1936,

did against a half’ 


Baer than I 
dozen ordinary opponents,” Louis 
said in explaining his choices, 

The champ went on: 

“Any otHer man would have last- 
ed less than a round, just as Sch- 
meling did in our second fight. 

“If Schmeling’s right carried the 
explosiveness Braddock’s did, I 
never would have been able to an- 
swer the bell after the fifth round, 
Max landed his Sunday punches 
for 12 rounds before he could put 
me away. 

“Braddock hit me once in the 
first round, and had he been able 
to follow up his advantage, I might 
never have been champion of the 
world.” 

Louts stopped Braddock for the 
title in the eighth round at Chicago 
June 22, 1937, 

Other members of Joe's all-op- 
ponent lineup included: 

Most courageous—Lee Ramage; 
most troublesome—Arturo Godoy; 
fastest retreater—Bob Pastor; poor- 
est opponent—Johnny Pgychek, 

As for the hardest single punch 
Louis ever absorbed, he considers 
it a right which Al Delaney landed 
on his chin in 1934, nearly cracking 
his jaw. 

On the other side, Joe said the 
hardest punch he ever landed was 
the one that chilled Paulino Uzcu- 
dun in the eourth round in 1935.

A delegation of parents of chil- 
dren attending Westglen school 
appeared before the Edmonton 
public school board Tuesday 
night to request a thorough in- 
vestigation of a language teacher 
at that school. The delegation 
contended that the teacher is not 
an efficient instructor and is in- 
competent in class management. 

W. J. A. Mustard, who acted as 
spokesman for the delegation, 
stated he represented 20 families 
who had children receiving in- 
struction from the teacher. Lack 
of sympathetic understanding be- 
tween the teacher and her pupils, 
he stated, caused pupils to become 
discouraged and many parents had 
resorted to private tutors to enable 
the children to pass their grades, 
Children who otherwise gained 
high marks in all school subjects 
failed in this teacher's class 


“BAD TEMPER” CLAIMED 


Mr. Mustard also charged 
many cases of the teacher's bad 
temper, showed complete lack of 
Satisfactory disciplinary relations, 

He stated that from his own in- 
quiries he had found the teacher 
had excellent academic qualifica- 
tions but he felt she was not cap- 
able of imparting knowledge

At University 


The board of governors of the 
University of Alberta held its reg- 
ular quarterly meeting Monday.

The morning session was mainly 
devoted to a conference with repre- 
sentatives of the Alberta Dental 
Association with regard to proposed 
expansion of the dental school to 
meet post-war needs, It has been 
estimated that from 8,000 to 10,000 
dentists will be required in Canada 
to carry out the national health pro- 
gram. At present there are only 
4,400 practicing dentists in the coun- 
try, and the 150 graduates a year 
from Canadian dental schools do 
little more than replace the normal 
retirements,

WASHINGTON, May 10.—(AP)— 
Three top admirals met in San 
Francisco last week-end in a con- 
ference that offered full opportun- 
ity for planning heavier blows at 
Japan, the United States navy an- 
nounced yesterday, 

Participants were Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, Pacific fleet chief, 
Admiral William L. Halsey, south 
Pacific commander, and Admiral 
Ernest J. King, commander-in-chief 
of the United States fleet,

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Hitler Names 
Western Air 
Defence Chief

LONDON, May 10, — (AP) — 
Hitler has appointed 29-year-old 
Maj.-Gen. Oberst Pelz as chief 
of the western Nazi air forces 
and charged him with building 
up a striking force to parry the 
Allied invasion, a reliable Euro- 
pean underground source said 
last night. ‘ 

Pelz, youngest general in the 
German army, is regarded as an 
air genius and is a prime favor- 
ite of Hitler, the informant said. 

At the samé time the Nazi air 
force in the west was reported to 
have been re-organized into three 
corps—two composed of fighters 
and one of bombers. 

The re-organization is part of 
a German effort to strengthen 
the air force in the face of great 
losses in production through 
Allied bombing. 

Previously a German air corps 
had comprised mixed forces of 
bombers, fighters, transports and 
reconnaissance aircraft.

In his address Mr. Moar pointed 
out that the airplane was a creature 
of compromise. One quality such 
as speed could be obtained at the 
expense of another such as econ- 
omy and all are subject to finan- 
cial considerations. Whittle pat- 
ented his jet propulsion in 1930 but 
could not get finances, 


A POSSIBILITY 


Some other form of aircraft may 
displace the present type, perhaps 
a combination of helicopter air- 
plane with propeller and jet pro- 
pulsion. He corrected the popular 
impression that the helicopter 
would be an easy plane to handle. 
It requires a very skilled pilot to 
Jand one in a confined space with 
even a moderate wind blowing. 

He foresaw a future for the blimp 
in post-war northern freighting off 
the established routes. 

For airplanes he advocated an 
extensive system of landing strips 
as pontoons for water landing craft 
are very expensive to maintain.

Descending on Edmonton 


and vicinity Tuesday evening, 


a freak snowstorm shrouded the city during the night with 
a four-inch blanket of snow which was still falling as resi« 
dents “‘slushed” their way to work Wednesday morning. 


Extensive damage to trees and ¢ 


gardens was reported from all 
parts of the city. In one section 
as many as 100 large branches 
were strewn over the sidewalk 
in a single block, 

Boundaries of the storm extended 
from Wetaskiwin north to 


ed alt Athabasca, and from west of 
Edson to well east of the city. 

The street railway system pro- 
ceeded with its operations without 
interruption from the storm. 

Electrical wiring fell beneath the 
weight of the snow, in many parts 
of the city, A transformer pole near 
the telephone building at 89 street 
and 118 avenue was forced out of 
position, while a pole at Jasper 
avenue and 105 street broke beneath 
the weight of the wet covering. 

Trees crashed into the streets, 
limbs littered the sidewalks of 
the residential sections, and trav- 
elling about some of the thorough- 
fares was rendered almost im- 
possible. 

Both electric light and city engi- 
neers’ departments were kept busy 
throughout the night. 

Despite the severity of the storm, 
no traffic accidents were reported 
city police, but there were 
tragedies among the bird-life in 
the city.
